PUBLIC OPINION. 


What the People Think of the House 
of Delegates. 


Effect of the Post-Dispatch Expose of 
No Tax-Paying Legislators. 


Delegate Sullivan’s Lease Provisions—What 
Is a License?—No Loop-Holes for the 
Escape of Eleven Offenders—What Will 
the Grand-Jury Do? 


Another careful search of the records does 
not exculpate any more of the accused mem- 
bers of the House of Delegates from the charge 
of occupying their seats without qualifications. 
The explanation with regard to Delegate E. F. 
Stone was satisfactory, and his name was 
removed from the list of those members who 
have not properly qualified themselves to sit 
in a municipal legisiative body. There re- 
main however, a list of nine members, for 
whom no explanations have been offered, and 
two, into whose cases legal points enter, 
which require judicial interpretation. 

City Counselor Bell was interviewed in a 
paper to-day, and was reported as saying he 
knew of members who were not guilty of the 
charge of occupying seats in the House of 
Delegates without proper qualification. 
He said to-day to * reporter 
of the Post-DisratcH that while he 
did not know of such cases, de 
thought there would be a difficulty in sub- 
stantiating the charges. He had only spoken 
generally. He looked on the matter 
as a defender of the city officials 
and, without taking any personal in- 
terest in it, considered what might be 
a defense for the delegates accused. My 
opinion,’’ he said, on whatever side it 
may be gtven, whatever it might be, 
would not be final and would beve no 
effect upon the innocence or guilt of the 
accused. Thatisa matter for judicial inter- 
pretation. Upon the interpretation the 
courts place on section 5, article3 of the char- 
ter, he held, depended the outcome ot any 
effort to oust the Delegates. 

Of the two cases referred to in which points 
have arisen that in a measure complicate 
them, one is that of James M. Sullivan. It 
has been represented that he is a taxpayer, 
as he has a leasehold on the property 
where his residence is situated. The records 
show that Jere W. Clemens leased to Sullivan 
on January 18, 1881, lot 26, block 1687, the lease 
to rum from January 18, 1877, to Jan- 
uary 17, 487, on condition that 
Sullivan pay to Clemens $50 per year and pay 
all assessments, taxes of every description, 
nature or kind whatever, whether general or 
special tax, that may be levied on the 
lot by State, countyor city during the term 
of the lease. All receipts for such 
taxes were to be handed to Clemens 
on or before November 1 of each 
year; all rents after they are due, and all 
taxes paid by the lessor, Clemens, to bear 10 
per cent interest until paid. The fail- 
ure to pay i either rent or taxes 
within ten days after they became 
due would work a forfeiture of the lease. The 
question is this: Is not the payment of taxes 
another way of paying rental under this 
lease? Mr. Sullivan has said he has 
in his possession the tax receipts 
for the years necessary to his qualification; 
under the lease (which is of record in book 
663, page 496, office of Recorder of Deeds), the 
receipts should bein the possession of Jere 
W. Clemens. 

There bas been a considerable consultation 
of legal talent in the last two days by Delegates 
in anticipation of proceedings being instituted

THE LIBERALS LAGGING IN THE GREAT 
RACE FOR POWER. 


* — — 


Several Increased Conservative Majorities 
Reported To-Day-Iriah Leaders Taunted 
with the Weakness of Their Vote in En- 
gland—Mrs. Gladstone Makes a Speech— 
~—Churchill in Norway—Two More Schoon- 
ers Seized by the Dominion. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch, ~ 
LONDON, July 8.—It ig strange but undeni- 
able that in spite ot what has passed before 
during campaigns, popular interest yester- 
day was conspicuously less arouged than in 
the last election. At the National Liberal 
Club, the headquarters of the party, the 


greatest excitement existed until 8 
o’clock in the morning, when fhe 
last result came in. The scene 


closely resembled that of last year, because 
the crowd of members grew more and more 
despondent as fresh returns showed less 
chance of Liberal victory. Two conclusions 
arise prominently out of yesterday’s voting: 
First, the number of abstentions are enor- 
mous, Owing to the fact that there has been 
no treah registration for a long 
time. Large bodies of workingmen 
who have changed their residence have lost 
their votes. In some constituencies this 
amounts to 15 per cent, but with allowance 
for this the abstentions astonish everybody. 
The Liberal-Unionists clearly shrink from the 
desperate step of actually casting Tory votes. 
Secondly, the influence of the Irish votes, it is 
seen, has been grossly overestimated. Many 
constituencies which Irish leaders most con- 
fidently declared they could throw into Liber- 
alhands have gone Tory, in several cases by 
a largely increased majority. 
4 DRAMATIC INCIDENT 
is Gladstone’s standing for Leith burgs 
as well as for Midlothean, to punish the 
treachery of Jacks, who first promised 
to support him and then deserted 
him. By the nomination of Gladstone 
Jacks has been swept temporarily out of 
political life. 
CAINE’S BIG GAIN. 

By far the most conspicuous result is at Bar- 
row, where Caine, the head and front of the 
most unpleasant form of Liberal desertion, is 
returned by a majority of 108 over last time, 
his opponent polling 400 less than before. 

CHURCHILL’S VICTORY. 

In Salford, supposed to be a Parnellite 
stronghold, both seats were won by Unionists, 
Lord Randolph Churchill’s opponent, la spite 
of his being the better man and his campaign 
more vigorous, polled 250 less than the Liberal 
candidate last time. 

THE PRESS OPINION. 

Provincial papers have little to say about the 
result because the returns reached many of 
them too late for editorial comment, and 
partly because the results are not sufficiently 
decisive to warrant a strong expression of 
opinion.

Deeision in Chicago Against the Illinois 
Central. 


Cuicaeco, July 3.—By a decision given by 
Judge Haves, in the Circuit Court, the applica- 
tion of the Illinois Central Railroad Com- 
pany to compel the Baltimore & Ohio 
Rallway Company to vacate its 
present freight depot and premises on 


the lake front, owing to the alleged termina- 
tion of atwelve years’ lease given by the Lili- 
nois Central; is refused, the court holding that 
the Baltimore & Ohio cannot be compelled to 
vacate its present location and privileges. 

In July, 1874, the Lilinois Central Company 
leased to the defendants the grounds 
now oceupied by the latter for a 
freight depot and yard at an annual 
rental of $24,000. The lease was for five years, 
and there was a provision in it giving the Bal- 
timore & Ohio the right, before it expired, 
to make the lease perpetual. The same pro- 
vision of the lease bound the 
Illinois Central to give the de- 
fendants a perpetual lease of round 
on the lake front for a freight depot and yards 
if they desired it. ‘‘It is contended by the 
plaintifis,’’ said Judge Hawes, ‘‘that the 
term ‘lake front’ means the sub- 
merged lands which the LUlinois Central 
may claim between Randolph street and Park 
Row, lying in the lake opposite their 
tracks.

Not half of the sixty striking switchmen 
have yet been served with injunction writs. 
The Deputy sheriff still remains on 
the grounds and serves the writs as fast 
as the officials of the road point the 
subjects out, but a majority of the persons for 
whom the writs are intended have managed so 
far to keep out of the way.

A STRIKER JAILED. 

Thos. McGovern, one of.the strikers con 
cerned in the seizure of the Nickel Plate and 
St. Paul locomotives which were used to chase 
a Lake Shore train last Saturday, was ar. 
raigned yesterday. The case was continued 
till July 8. McGovern’s bond was fixed a 
$2,000, which he was unable to secure, and he 
Was sent to the county jail in default. 

ALL ENGINES AT WORK. 

The same force of Pinkerton men were on 
duty at the Root street yard of the Lake Shore 
road this morning, but long before they came 
out from the city the switch engines were a 
work. For the first time since the beginning 
of the strike every Lake Shore engine in Ch 
cago was cajled into requisition, The round:

PATRICK BRESNAHAN PUTS A BULLET 
INTO FIREMAN GEORGE ESHER. 


fhe Shooting Results from An Attempt of 
Esher to Put Bresnahan and a Com

As be left the house 11 few 
minutes later he found Bresnahan and Morris 
waiting forhim. One struck him and nearly 
knocked himdown. He knocked Bresnahan 
down and turned his attention to Morris. While 
go engaged Bresnahan from the pavement 
drew his pistol and fired at Esher’s back, in- 
ficting u dangerous wound. 

Esher was takento the City Dispensary, 
where bis wound was examined. It is serious, 
though not necessarily fatal. Bresnahan 
and Morrie were arrested and locked 
up at the Chestnut Street Station. 
Esher has been taken to his home, No. 10 Cen- 


ter street. Heis married and is the father of 
three children. In the fire depart- 
ment he _ is well spoken of as 
a temperate and good fireman.

anything about the shooting. Detective Frese 
recognized him asa brother of Ed Bresnahan, 
character well known to the police. 
Morris was also dragged out f his cell and 
after much trouble it was ascertained from him 
he came here from PhwWadelphia 
about three days ago, but he, like Bresnahan, 
could tell nothing of the shooting. The re- 
volver with which the shooting was done was 
a S-caliber Smith Wesson revolver, 
and contained four cartridges. When 
Bresnahan was searched forty-six one cent 
pieces, $2.60 in nickels and $1.68 in ten-cent 
pieces and quarters were found on him, and as 
all the coin was mutilated the police are of the 
opinion that he stole it from some place.

THE CITY'S SHAME. : 

When the investigations of the Post- 
DispaTou revealed the gross ballot-box 
frauds which had foisted upon this city 
members of the Municipal Assembiy not 
elected by her people, there was little 
ground for hope that the will or the inter- 
ests of the people would be regarded by a 
body so constituted. The stream cannot 
rise above its source, and legislators 
seated by fraud and corruption must be 
expected to sit asthe tools of fraud and 
corruption, not as the representatives of 
honest citizens nor as the faithful 
guardians of the public welfare. 

For atime, however, we trusted that 
the courts would right the wrong and re- 
store to our tax-payers the representa- 
tion of which they had been defrauded. 
But the Supreme Court crushed this hope 
with a decision that nullified both the 
manifest intention of the State Legisla- 
ture and one of the plainest man- 
dates and guarantees of the State 
Constitution. The decision, which de- 
clared St. Louis the helpless victim 
of notorious ballot-box frauds, seems 
to have assured all of the slum vermin 
and ring tools in the Municipal Assembly 
that the whole city was at their mercy, 
and they have acted accordingly. 

It was a burning shame to witness their 
evident efforts to manipulate the gas fran- 
chise settlement for all the boodle that 
could be got out of it. But St. Louis had 
to submit to the spectacle, and owes her 
escape from rascality in the Assembly to 
an honest and adroit exercise of the veto 
power only. 

Later she had to submit to the open 
shame of being saved from the Iron Moun- 
tain surface track by the ihfluence of 
another railroad, and not by any regard 
in the Assembly for the public will or the 
public welfare. 

Still later, when the interest and influ- 
ence of Mr. JaY GOULD were pitted against 
the interest and influence of St. Louis 
single-handed, she had to submit to a 
humiliating defeat in her own Assembly 
and trust to the veto power once more to 
prevent the present monopoly of her ter- 
minal facilities from being made perpetual 
by Mr. GouLp’s proposed elevated road 
barrier. 

And having submitted to all this, shall 
she submit to further outrages of this sort 
from men whom she now knows to be 
usurpers, legally disqualified to hold the 
seats of power which they have obtained 
by false swearing and ballot-box stuffing? 
Not if there is any self-respect or any 
public spirit among her people; any vigor 
in the laws or any justice in the courts. If 
evidence is yet wanting to put all the 
boodlers in the Penitentiary—where they 
belong—we can at least oust and punish 
the non-taxpayers, the forsworn usurpers 
among them. If such weeding out should 
not raise the average of the House of 
Delegates, it will at least compel the job- 
bers of municipal legislation to employ a 
higher-priced, a shrewder and, therefore, 
more respectable gang of rascals here- 
after—a gang with enough sense of 
decency to pocket their swag and sneak 
guietly out into the darkness without 
celebrating their betrayal of trust and 
their own ignominy in uproarious drunken 
revels. 


LAWYER FEES IN CONGRESS. 


The report which EDMUNDS promised to 
have forthcoming from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee within eight days might censure the 
Beck bill for tolerating the union of Sena- 
torships with the chief offices and emolu- 
ments of great corporations having heavy 
dealings with the Government. It is 
hardly going far enough to forbid Con- 
gressmen to serve as attorneys of such 
corporations, while their chief offivers and 
owners are permitted without rebuke to 
sit as members and manipulate the legis- 
lation pertaining to them. 

But such an objection would only invite 
an obvious amendment, and the report 
will probably argue that the able lawyers 
Who, get such pitiful -salaries for their 
work in Congress are too honorable to 
accept money for the support they give 
the railroads in legislation, and should be 
permitted to eke out an Honorable living 
by earning large fees for helping the rail- 
roads to beat Congress in the courts. 
There will, of course, be some “high- 
falutin” about the vulgar suspicion 
which defames honorable men, and 
about lowering the standard of Senatorial 
fidelity by degrading prohibitions and 
penalties which leave nothing to a states- 
man’s sense ot honor and public duty. 
But all this will fall very fiat in view of 
the fact that it has been found both whole- 
some and necessary to restrain Congress- 
men by law from practicing before the 
Court of Claims, from earning an honest 
penny by procuring offices or contracts, 
and from receiving pay for serving any- 
body in any proceeding before any De- 
partment, Bureau or Commission. It 
certainly can be no worse to provide 
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the courts by appearing for the railroads 
and against the Government. 

Such division of serviee and allegiance 
taxes too heavily the popular confidence 
in Senatorial honor. The scandal of 
it has been borne tili the public became 
disgusted with the Senatorial courtesy 
which tolerates such offensive confusion 
of public trust with gainful opportunities. 
The railroad Senators recognized the pub- 
lic voice in the Beck bill, or so many of 
them would not have voted for it at first, 
trusting that it would be defeated by 
others of their kind with more nerve. 
The flurried eagerness with which they 
voted for reconsideration and reference 
to a committee of railroad Senators un- 
masked them all, EDMUNDS, according 
to Judge PoLanp, voted for BLAINE, but 
refused to make speeches for him, merely 
because he held BLarNe responsible for a 
charge that he (EDMUNDs) had been in- 
fluenced by his pocket in voting on a rail 
road bill. He will never parry such sus- 
picions or silence such charges by any 
report he can make against the Beck bill.

THE NATION’S BIRTHDAY, 

Americans are not sentimental in seri- 
ous matters, and are averse to displays of 
sentiment under any circumstances. Es- 
pecially does American good sense revolt 
at publio and official displays of sentiment 
which are liable to be utilized by dema- 
gogues for the greatest good of the small- 
est number. 

It is for these and similar reasons that it 
is hard to keep up such celebrations as 
those which formerly marked the Fourth 
of July—not because patriotism has 
lessened, not because we take less in- 
terest in 
lic; not because we cherish less pro- 
foundly its vast and measureless value. 
There is no American who does not recog- 
nize that the Republic is the greatest tri- 
umph of man’s capacity for government 
in all the world’s history. No other gov- 
ernment has ever given so much freedom 
to so many millions of men and 
through 80 many years. We 
all know that; we all feel it and appreciate 
it none the less if our deep feelings refuse 
to find vent in noise, and if our grown-up 
men refuse to take part in official exhibi- 
tions of patriotism. 
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IRELAND AND BRITISH PARTIES. 

London’s great preacher, Mr. SPURGEON, 
indignantly denies that in opposing Home 
Rule he is drifting toward the Tories, and 
says he fears the Tories will, as soon as 
they get into office with the aid of the Lib- 
eral Unionists, do the very thing the latter 
oppose, and seek to perpetuate their 
power through a new alliance with ParR- 
NELL. For this distrust of the Tories there 
is some foundation besides Mr. PaRNELL’s 
daily declaration in his speeches that his 
manifesto in behalf of the Tories iu the 
preceding election was based upon assur- 
ances affording him good reasons for 
believing that Tory success at the polls 
would give Ireland both Home Ruleand a 
land-purchase act. 

The truth is that both British parties 
have used Ireland asa foot-ball in their 
game of politics for centuries, and but 
for the great measures GLADSTONE has 
proposed and carried since 1866 neither 
party would have any better Irish record 
than the other. Both previously had al- 
ternately oppressed Ireland and made cap- 
ital out of her sufferings without alleviat- 
ing them. Indeed,from the time of Crom- 
WELL till the act of Union bereft Ireland 
of a Parliament the Whigs were her 
oppressors, the authors of all those meas- 
ures of proscription and persecution 
which remain to-day the foulest blots in 
English history. Especially throughout 
the whole period when their other name 
was ‘‘Jacobites’’ were the Tories the only 
English or Scottish mourners over Ire- 
land’s wrongs. Dr. SAMUEL JOHNSON was 
a Tory of the Tories, an ingenious pleader 
for laws to punish men for teaching doc- 
trines in religion or politics adverse to 
those approved by the State, and yet, in 
1778, when the Irish Parliament repre- 
sented a local oligarchy and alien church, 
he roared out to BOSWELL: 

The Irish are in a most unnatural state; for 
we see there the minority prevailing over the 
majority. There is no instance even in the 
ten persecutions of such severity as that 


which the Protestants of Ireland have erer 
cised against the Catholics, 


The lesson of the whole sad history is 
that neither party in Great Britain can be 
trusted to regulate the local affairs of 
Ireland as a regular business, and it is 
very probable that both parties have dis- 
covered this truth and are now competing 
chiefly for the honor of relieving the Im- 
perial Parliament of its Irish burden. As 
between them it is a mere question of op- 
portunity, method and resulting party 
advantage. 
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A couꝝr in New York City has sentenced 
several boycotters to the Penitentiary 
giving one of them a term of three years 
and eight months. This was done under a 
New York statute which makes it a 
felony for any number of men to 
conspire and combine for the injury 
or obstruction of any man’s legit- 
imate business. The prisoners in this 
case were engaged in distributing 
boycotting circulars at the entrance of a 
concert garden, and were not only violent 
in their denunciations of the proprietor 
and in their efforts by intimidation to keep 
people from entering the place, but forced 
the proprietor to pay them $1,000 for “rais- 
ing the boycott.” So they fully deserved 
the sentences imposed on them. Even 
without the intimidation and the blackmail 
their demonstrations at the gate would 
have been punishable anywhere as dies 
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the founding of the Repub- 
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tion, is felony. Of course, any men 
or set of men are free gto with- 
hold or bestow their patronage as 
they please, but no combination or 
conspiracy to coerce a citizen by injuring 
or obstructing the peaceful prosecution of 
his legitimate business should be tolerated 
by law, whether it be a combination of 
capitalists or workingmen ‘ 
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A FEW stanch champions of the worst 
members of the House of Delegates claim 
that the Posr-Disrarch's exposure of 
certain scandalous proceedings of Dele- 
gates is stale news. Such a statement is 
not correct, though it is not contended 
that the exposure contains anything that 
is new to the Delegates themselves or to 
those outsiders who may have aided and 
abetted them in their transgressions.

bers, a brother artist of the accused, Is iuter- 
ug in many portions. After answering sev- 
inquiries to the effect that he had known 

Tr. ringhurst for five years, during 
which he had the most perfect oppor- 
tunity for forming an opinion of him and 
of his reputation and that he had always found 
him a moral and upright gentieman, r. 
Chambers proceeded to tell ofthe immediate 
difficulty involved in the suitas he had learned 
itfrom Bringhurst on their way to the Four 
Courts, where they were going with the 
father of the girl to submit 
the matter Chief of Police. 

„MR. BRINGHURST INFORMED ur, 

said he, ‘‘thathe had been experimenting 
with clay, and could prodnoe a novelty of a 
negro woman in burnt clay, and that in order 
to do that he had taken steps to procure 
a model.

A REMARKABLE MONTH, 


The Record of the Weather and Temper- 
ature in June. 


The condition of the weather has been most 
remarkable during the past month of June, 
both on account of the lowness of the temper- 
ature and the remarkable scarcity of 
strong. winds.

THE DELICATE AND BEAUTIFUL WORK OF 
OLD MANUFACTORIES. 


Exquisite Specimens of the Art of the 
Weavers—Fine Collection of Lovely Ar- 
ticles on Exhibition in Paris—An Ed- 
itor’s Valuable Possessions—A New York 
Millionaire Negotiating for Their Pur- 
chase.

time they were woven. itis proved by doc- 
umentary evidence that they were used at the 
reception of Henry VIII. of England by Francis 
I. ot France, at the Field of the Cloth of Gold in 
1520. After that and until 1792 they orna- 
mented the§chateau of Fontaingbleau, in the 
inventory of which, they are described min- 
utely, but during the revolution they were 
stolen and taken into Spain, whence after 
many Vicissitudes, they came to France and 
— into the hands of the banker See and 
naliy upon his failure, became the property 
of their present owner, who is now negotia- 
ting for their sale with a New York millionaire 
whose serious rival for their acquisition, is 
the Comte de Flanders.

NIGHTS OF LABOR. 


The Actors Declare Against Sunday Night 
and Extra Performances. 
From the WoRLD. 

The members of the theatrical profession held 
an interesting meeting at Madison square The- 
ater last Friday afternoon to consider their 
grievances and determine onaline of action 
for their removal. Ali the actors of promi- 
nence now in the city and many of their 
friends and sympathizers were present. Not- 
withstanding their sense of the power they 


possess—for — 3 have been all their lifetime 
associated with Nights ot Labor—they mani- 
fested by this meeting their disposition to 
exhaust all means of arbitration and friendly 
negotiation before resorting either to the strike 
or the boycott to protect their rights. 

The demands of the profession are set forth 
in the resolutions adopted. These insist on 
reduced hours of labor or increased pay. They 
declare that six evening performances and one 
matinee shall constitute a week’s work, and 
erformances given during any 
be considered as extraand paid 
for accordingly. And they positively rebel 
against any Sunday performances as ‘‘slavish 
and degrading to artists,’’ and as unfairly de- 
priving the actor of a day for physical rest and 
moral cultivation. 

One of the speakers, the genial Mr. Stuart 
Robson, protested in the most earnest man- 
ner — — the injustice and injury that would 
be inflicted onthe profession if the deplorable 
attempt of Ignatius Donnelly to prove that 
Shakspeare’s plays were written by Lord 
Bacon should be allowed to succeed. Mr. 
Robson painted in striking colors the ruinous 
effect it would have ona 1 ny shakspearian 
artist's fame if he should be announced in 
play bills and posters to appear in Bacon’s 
‘*Hamilet’’ or Bacon’s ‘‘Merchant of Venice.’’ 
But the Ignatius Donnelly innovation was not 
set forth as a grievance, — 2 in view of 
the recent demonstration that public opinion 
will not sanction a strike on sentimentalities or 
forany yond ya ose than to secure the sub- 
stantial benefit of the strikers 

It is to be hoped thatthe managers will 
cheerfully concede all that the actor® demand, 
and that a tie-up of our theatrical artists will 
not be ordered. It would be a great public 
calamity if tragedy, comedy, melodrama and 
opera should be suddenly stopped through 
“a Pe up. Besides, in a theatrical 
difficulty the novel spectacle would be pre- 
sented of a company going ona strike. There 
is no fear of violence or iaw-breaking, how- 
ever, in this city, not because ofthe strength 
of the police, but because our New York actors 
always act well. :

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SUMMER BOOKS. 


THE “IDLE SINGERS OF AN EMPTY DAY.” 


Tales Weird and Light—Tales of Sadness 
and of Mirth—Tales of Love and Tales 
of Lanacy—A List for Summer Reading. 


We may live without books; what is knowledge but 
grieving? 

We may live without hope; what is hope but decelv- 
ing? 

We may live without love; what is passion but 
pining? 

But where is the man who can live without dining? 

The author of ‘‘Lucile,’’ In writing the above 
series of truisms and facts, which he flung, as 
it were, atthe human race for their accept- 
ance and solution, has rendered himself liable 
to a great deal of criticism. That we can live 
a vegetable sort of existence, without 
books, hope or love to make our existence 
any more lively than that ofa clam, isa fact 
that few would venture to dispute; but, then, 
itmight equally be urged that we can live 
without dining—indced, a very large propor- 
tion of the human race do—and make it up at 
supper time. Without pausing to notice the 
delicate irony that runs through the lines, 
terminating in a caustic challenge to the male 
aniwal of the human kind, which is, alas! ia 
ite ironical sense too true, we will concen- 
trate our attention on the first lines for a mo- 
ment: 

We can live without books; what is knowledge but 
grieving? 

Here Owen Meredith has made a terribly bad 
shot for his first start. Granted that we can 
live without hope, love or even books; grant- 
ed that love is a sort of mental consumption, 
made up of tears, disappointment and pining; 
even so, the human race don’t want to be told 
of it. The unbappy loyer would probably 
urge with the poet: 

Tell me not that chalk's not cheese, 
I would rather think so. please. 
Tell me not that faith and truth 
Dwell not in a hollow tooth. 

Since you say that love's insanity 
Let me, pray, indulge this vanity. 

However we will grant that passion and 
pining are synonymous; that hope is a do- 
ceiver ever, and that a man can’t live without 
dining, even these gems of truth in all their 
brilliancy cannot extinguish the false glitter 
of that first line— 

We may live without books; what is knowledge but 
grieving? 

In the first place it may be asserted that in 
any sense worth talking about, we can’t live 
without books. The mere corporal animal 
part of us might exist, but we, the real we, 
would infallibly perish, starve for want of 
sustenance. If a big banfire were to be made 
of all the books, and printing presses, pens, 
ink, and stationery in the world, and 
an edict issued that no more were to 
appear, Is life worth living’’ might 
be burned along with them, for 
the question would be satisfactorily answered 
without any theorizing. Neither is knowledge 
deceitful. It is about the one thing that sticks 
to us throughout our mortal lives that no 
creditors can seize and no enemies deprive us 
of. Wecannoteven lose or got rid of it our- 
selves, as we do most of our property; and 
whenever we need it there it is, bright and 
ready and useful as when we acquired it, per- 
haps in our early youth. 

There are two ways of acquiring knowledge 
by experience and through books. Putting 
aside the first, as somewhat outside 
of the scope of our article, 
we come to the subject of 
books which of course involves reading, since 
the only way of making books useful is by 
reading them. Just now, in this hot summer 
weather, we can acquire knowledge in a vory 
pleasant way. Lounging (if we have leisure) 
in a well-made hammock under the cool 
shade of a spreading elm or chestnut tree, 
with adelicionus glass of iced lemonade sup- 
plying the necessary pabulum for the body, 
while a charming book, by a recent author, 
supplies nourishment for the mind, is about 
as delightfuland profitable a way of passing 
the sweltering bours of a hot afternoon as one 
would wish to choose. 

Come to think of it what are the works by 
recent authors that will be most likely to at- 
tract our attention this summer? Well! this 
involves rathera wide circuit. The sage re- 

marked a good many years ago that of 
„making books there is no end.“ and cer- 
tainly authors of one grade or another don’t 
seem to be thinking of giving either us or 
themscives much of a rest yet awhile. 

Novels of course! A thousand of them to 
every other kind of book published. Well, 
we must not despise novols, for the same class 
of people who can find 

Books in the running brooks, | 

Sermons in stones, 

And good in everything 
will usualiy contrive to extract alarge amount 
of information, pleasure and instruction from 
this very class of literature so often con- 
demued yet so widoly and universally patron- 
ized. Let us take a glauce at the literature on 
our table, most ot which Will engage the at 
tention of the sons and daughters of the stars 
and stripes this summer, commencing, of 
course, with novels. 

Well, first here isa book that has attracted 
the atteution of the entire English-speaking 
world, the ‘‘Strange Case of Dr. Jekyll and 
Mr. Hyde;’’ a grand book for a sum- 
mer evening; weird, mystical, thrilling, 
yet teaching a good moral lesson that the 
youth of the century would do well to 
lay to heart. “The DBostonians,’’ by 
Henry James, a bulky volume of «bout 
four hundred and fifty pages. It gives a 
not very guy picture of life in Boston, its 
flaunting covers and brilliant get up probably 
intended to reliove its internal somberness. 
We do not recommend this work to any one 
who wishes to be amused. Now here is our 
dear old friend Mr. Hugh Conway,holding out 
to us his very latest effort, ‘‘Living or Dead.’’ 
He looks just as woll as ever. Hey! dead, is he? 
Wellthen he must be writing books from the 
other word, for scarcely a month 
has passed without our receiving some 
new effort from his pen. ‘‘Living or 
Dead’’ is an ingenious story with onc of Mr. 
OConway’s own special labyrinthian whirly- 
gige ofa plot. Now we have the ‘‘Wind of 
Destiny,’’ by Arthur Sherbourne Hardy, 
author of hut Yet a Woman. The last 
novel is not as good as the first; it has some 
beautiful passages in it, but the generality of 
light readers will find it rather stiff. 

rhe Late Mrs. Nun“ is a sparkling 
delineation of negro life in Vir 
xinia. Mr. Stockton is nothing if not 
original, and the tale ends in broad 
comedy. The author of ‘‘Inquirendo Island, 
n Mr. Hudo Gevone, should remomber that 
people who profess roligious belict are apt to 
be sensitive when their creed is coarsely as- 
sailed. Otherwise the book, which deals ex- 
tensively with religious subjects, is well ‘writ- 
ten and amasing. 

Donovan and We Two,“ by Edna 
Lyall, are oxact contrasts to the work just 
mentioned. They deal also with the religious 
and anti-religious thought of the aay, but so 


two novols are the very best that have ap- 
- peared on these subjects for years, and are, 
in addition, tales of 


~~ © 


all readers capable of appreciating a first- 
class work of fiction. 

Well, now! Here is our old friend, Mr.George 
Augustus Sala, with a veritable hodge-potch 
of a tale. Captain John Dangeious is a 
soldier, a pirate, a merchant,a spy, a slave 
among the Moors, a Bashaw inthe service of 
the great Turk, all in one andthe sume life, 
dying at last, in his own house in Hanover 
Square. Mr. Sala says he has attempted“ 
his narrative in plain English’’ and bas cer- 
tainly exeouted itin very effective English. 
It is a readable book. 

And why, yes, surely, here is no less a jolly 
good fellow than Mr. Bret Harte, with a book, 
that, if it is halt as good as 
himself, ought to be worth its weight in gold. 
It is worth its weight in silver, Snow Bound 
at Eagle’s,’’ being a book such as we don’t 
getevery day. It is a taleofthe Sierras of 
Southern California, which dark, natural phe- 
nomena afford u solemn background for the 
play of human life and passion. 1 

‘‘Burglarsin Paradise,’’ by Miss Elizabeth 
Stuart Phelps, is a title somewhat startling to 
people reposing in the conviction that in that 
celestial region ‘‘thieves do not break 
through nor steal. The book, however, isa 
rather humorous story of a Paradise, and an 
Od Maid’s Paradige’’ at that, on the Massa- 
chusetts coast. It is a humorous story, drag - 
ging at some parts, but decidedly good fun in 
others. 

The Heir of the Ages, at all events, can- 
not complain of the magnitude of his inherit- 
ance. Mr. James Payn has surpassed himself 
in this novel. It is full of merry quips and 
snatches of good stories, and is as full of life 
and vim as Cleveland’s desk is full of vetoes. 

What's Mine’s Mine’’ is precisely like all 
Dr. MacDonald’s books, and very much 
like the nation he represents—the Scotch. 
Very orthodox, very respectable, rather 
dry. Such is ‘‘What’s Mine’s Mine,’’ and 
we do not thoroughly recommend it 
for summer reading, though many might find 
mach to interest them therein. ‘‘The Story 
of Margaret Hent, by Menry Hayes, is a 
regular American novel, with that elaborate 
analysis of sentiment on both sides which has 
of late distinguished American noveis. There 
is a wife deserted by a worthless husband and 
the usual lover ready to consoie her. The 
book is emotional and in some parts tragic. 

Other novels, which may be classed as 
mediocre—very pleasant to read inthe afore- 
said hammock, but with no very extraordinary 
merits or demerits worthy of notice—are 
‘*Aliette,’’ by O. Feulllet; ‘‘Anna Kare nina; 
‘*Barbara’s Vagaries,’’ by Mary L. Tidball; 
The Chantry House. by C. M. Yonge, which 
is rather below the average of this writer's 
usuai work; ‘‘Constance of Arcadia,’’ a good 
book by an anonymous author whom we shall 
probably hear from again; ‘‘Familiar Letters 
of Peppermint Perkins,’’ a piece of broad 
comedy from Boston that may draw a smile 
from some; ‘‘Salambbo,’’ G. Flaubert; ‘‘ King 
Arthur,’’ by Georgina M. Craig, a book that 
will assuredly increase the author's reputa- 
tion and igs well worth reading: One Sum- 
mer, by B. W. Howard; ‘‘Aunt Rachel, by 
J. D. C. Murray. 

Mrs. Holmes has given us several books 
within the last few months, and those who 
like her style will be pleased with ‘‘Cameron 
Pride. It is a full-flavored story, sensational, 
of course, witha wild, weird plot which wil, 
thrill the hearts of young maidens fresh trom 
school who have not yet learned that the 
wildest romances of fiction are mere fairy 


tales compared tothe tragedies of real life. 


Cousin Maude and Rosamond,’’ by the same 
author, isa less exciting tale, thougn by no 
means less interesting. Both, however, are 
open tothe objection which spoils all Mrs. 
Holmes’ works—they are too long and they 
taste of the desk. ‘‘English Orphans’’ is by the 
same authoress and not quite up to the same 
average. Tempest and Sunshine“ is an- 
other of Mrs. Holmes’ works, so that readers 
will be enabled to feed to saticty upon the 
fruit of this author’s prolific pen. 

Among books that are not novels the first 
that strikes our eyeis abook which, though 
nota novel, is very closely akin to it, viz.: 
How to Be Happy, Though Married. The 
intelligent reader, whether male or female, 
married or single, who cannot get a good deal 
of amusement, as well as instruction, out of 
this original book must be made of a different 
material to the general run of humanity. 

Another good book that has come out recently 
is ‘‘Hunting Trips of a Ranchman,’’ a book, 
which, though written for men (and sports- 
men at that), contains a volume of interesting 
reading descriptive of ranch life in the far 
West and the natural history of Colorado, 
and in short is a very entertaining, instructive 
and valuable study of life in the West. 

But we must not forget that summer days 
include Sundays as well as week days; and for 
those good people who object to reading 
secular works on the sacred day, Mr. Talmage 
has kindly provided a book of sermons of 80 
surpassingly interesting a nature that 
they are as delightful to read 
as a love story. The Marriage 
Ring is a volume of sermons to married peo- 
ple in Mr. Talmage’s very best style, and, of 
all others, must certainly not be left out when 
packing a box of books for country reading. 

Among the biographies which, after the 
manner of their kind, pour upon us like drops 
in a summer storm, the best are decidedly 
Mme. Roland and Mme. Mohl. Both are 
charmingly written and exceedingly interest- 
ing, and both deal with the troublous times 
preceding the French Revolution. Of volumes 
of travels Mrs. Gordon-Cammings’ ‘‘Wander- 
ings in China, written with the powers of 
fascination and vivacious description peculiar 
to that authoress, is perhaps the best. For 
poetry we have Tennyson's new volume, and 
that handsome and exbaustive collection en- 
titled Representative Poems from Living 
Authors,’’ which contains from three to six 
pieces from every living English and American 
poet, chosen by themselves.

WHAT MITCHELL 18 DEPENDING ON TO 
“BEST” SULLIVAN. 


The Boston Boy's” Rivals All Waiting 
for His Wréck-—The Chance that the 
Englishman Will Be Disappointed—Dom- 
inick MeCaffrey Off for the Summer~- 
Martin s Lesson—Fogarty Forg- 
ing to the Front—Points on Pugilists— 
Macon’s Melange. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 8.—If Sullivan faces 
Mitchell next Monday in anything like fair 
condition, as it now seems probable he will, 
he can thank the press of the country for any 
effort he may have made to get into fix. But 
for its strictures there is but little doudt that 
he would have repeated the ‘‘shave and sham- 
poo’’ preparation he made for his fight with 
Greenfield in Boston. It may be that the 
rough things said of him have been biessings 
in disguise. Many a man, ere this, has been 
soundly trounced through holding his oppon- 
ent too cheaply and this might have been an- 
other instance. Mitchell, I think, counted on 
this a good deal and left no stone un- 
turned to get himself as fineasilk. Heis now 
in splendid condition, albeit a little hard. He 
weighs to-day 167 pounds, and will probably 
bea hundred and seventy when he enters the 


ring. In order to soften his muscles he has let 
up on his hard work and somewhat modified 
hig diet. Sullivan will do well if he gets down 
t0 215 pounds. He has drank nothing of con- 
sequence for three or four days, and if he only 
remains moderately abstemious until th ht 
is called he will be as near right as he has 
ever been since he fought for the champion- 
ship.

Sullivan is determined that he will show con- 
clusively that Mitcheil’s talk has been but 
wind and that he is no match for him. Todo 
this he will either baye to knock him out or 
best him most d edly. Lam told on what 1 
believe to be extremely good — that 
should Mitchell win, or make anything like an 
even showing with Sullivan, he will never 
fight again, but will retire from the ring on 
the laurels thus acquired. He will say that, 
having proven himself the equal of, or next to, 
the best man that ever pulled shirt off in a 
ring, it would be a derogation to fight 
any one interior. He has had enough of a 
taste of the show business to show him the 
profits therein, and he will utilize his infor- 
mation for every dollar there is in it. For 
this reason he will do everytaing in his power 
to win, and if Sullivan bests him, as I feel sure 
he will, every one will know who is the cham- 
pion. Despite Mitchell’s talk that he will 
make Sullivan fight, I think he will act ex- 
tremely wary and endeavor to make Sullivan 
do the most of the work. He knows that Sul- 
livan is a quarter-horse and that it is the pace 
that kills. If he can make him go his full gait 
without being hurt himseif, he knows that 
Jobn will tire and that then he will have his 
chance if chance he has atall. Should hein 
the sparring hold his own with Sullivan it 
would be a great feather in his cap. Should 
he be able to evade John’s rushes and deadly 
right until police interference has stopped 
the encounter, he will have attained toall 
intents and purposes something akin to 
victory, and no man knows how to utilize 
such a sembiance better than he. 

That Sullivan bas thought this out I feel full 
well assured. An hour before he fought the 
Maori, Slade, I said to him: ‘‘John, I fear you 
are holding this big fellow too 8 Don't 
you know that he has Mace behind him, and 
that he is a cunning, long-headed man?’’
